Colonial Distinctions- 

[Toronto Globo.] 

Some person lias written a psiporfor 
"FriiHor's Magnziuo" on the above sub- 
ject— a paper which has two cardiual 
defects: it betrays at once aii ignorance 
of the nature of a titled aristocracy and 
of the feelings of the peojile of the 
Colonies. A person with supremo 
power in a country, or within what wo 
may call the "milinary circle" of a na- 
tion, may create dii^^ys^^Qm ft^^di de- 
cree honours, but he cannot malce an, 
aristqcraoy such, as wo see in England.' 
tk'e'c'o*n'spicuous failure of the Napo- 
leons might have, one should [think, 
taught the essayist a lesson. A resi- 
dence in Canada would disabuse his 
mind of ti^e i^ea that Colonists desire 
to see such an aristocracy amongst 
them. A very trilljiag amount of re- 
flection would hava voonvincod him 
that a titled aristocracy in a ' colony 
•vrould bo attended with grave evils.

V of life; our shoemaker would send in 
his card, on which, under a coronet, 
would run tho legend "Repairs Neatly 
Executed;" while we might see asharp 
firm of pettifogging lawyers with |i mar- 
quis, a Ibr'df 'and'a bairoxtet' in it'. : Our 
conversation would become oppressive- 
ly grand. We could not walk down 
King street in the course of the day 
without bowng to a half a dozen no- 
ble lords. His .Grace the Duke of 
iiji a^pl^J^eftf^wpuld stppipur^liollow teeth ; 
•I tne' most noble Marquis of Chemicals 
would take our photograph, and hil 
brother, a rising young bootmaker, 
Lord Waxend, our measure. Baron 
Felt would accommodate Tis^'.yith a 
liat, and his son, thehbn.: Mr. Clean- 

■ eer, Bplicit patronage for his laundry. 
' ' The proposal is preposterous, especial- 
ly at a time when the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury himself says that n titled aris- 
tocrasy cannot be defended absolutely. 
Even he only defends sthe-iH^use of 
Lords because it is. If he Svent iiffa 
a new world, he expressly declares, ho 
would have no such thing as a peerage. 
The very origin of the English aristoc- 
racy has' been forgotten. Tlie iron 
time in which it came into being has 
passed away, and ]^eJ9EjB./we,pQnld have 
that the reflexion of ■ which mieds all 
tho lustre it possesses on the House of 
Lords we should have to call from 
their tombs tho 13aions of the Middle 
Ages. 

The writer, who has evidently ob- 
served English feeling, declares that 
the people of Eugland have made 
Ministers change their polity and tone 
in regard to the Colonies. But he 
goes on to ask why hereditary rank 
should not be conferred on the 
Colonists, in order to wake 
in them other feelings than the demo- 
cratic; quotes a Mr. Wentwort, a New 
South Wales statesman, who wanted 
to create an aristocf dcy in that Cblouy % 
and who has tho same belief as him- 
self in the potency of factitious dis- 
tinction; talks about tho incentive of 
founding a family and "building a 
name for one's heirs," and so on; evi- 
donbly regarding the aristocracy as it 
now exists al the tap-root , of English 
greatness. Ho closes with a fear, ex- 
pressed with due solemnity, that "our 
blind watchmen" in refusing an aris- 
tocracy to tho colonies — fancy each 
pioneer armed with a pickaxe and a 
patent of nobility 1 — had "provided for 
its diBcont^nuouce.at home." 

, pne, part of this aristocratic 
nroaoltment a hope is expressed that 
ft may not yet be too late to repair tho 
great uiiHtalce; iinil if wo could by an 
effort or iuiagin!iti(jn jilaco ouiselves 
in tlie position of the writer wo might 
anticipate tho advent of a lot of aris- 
itooratio missionaries. Where, with 
whbm,and how would they commence? 
"Would they advetiso for teuder.s? or 
declare that so many coronets were 
for sale to any persona who could 
show they have money enou^^di to 
found u iainily? How disappointed 
'•-luthey would bel Tho mission would 

■ "be an entire failure, and it would 
be found that soiisi!)le Canadians did 
.not want.tho burden of such dignity. 
The trutli is that the lesson of aristo- 
cracy, BO far as it has a lesson worth 
learoiog, is the same, as that which 

■■.©very .man's life teaches iiini here in 
' 'Canada; that energy and ability ought 
to succeed, and do succeed, and gi!t 
power by "light divine." The l<]i<;^i;r,li 
aristocracy reposes on tho coffins of 
the great men - wliO:,.. assorted -tlj^m- 
Bolvcs as born leaders many hundreds 
. ,'iftgo: They were workers, not idlers; 
and when there were no professional 
lawyers, no professional policonieii, no 
moans of organizing labour, the feud- 
al baron promulgatod his rude code, 
and wielded the BtKmR" lljaton of a 
stern constable, and maae labOTr flow 
J (^lu^nols of feudal serfdom, nar-

He ii 
a wan of humble extraction;;- the in 
ventor of the fabric called, alpaca, the 
tutelary saint of 5,000 homes. Many 
years ago his rare busiiiosa Ka;^acity 
and vast wealth and inlluoiu;e pio- 
cureti l)im tho recognition of his sover- 
eign W4 he .was a&Wi a Baronet. 
Since ,OJ»t time he hStt'^resented the 
City .b| Bradford \y\th a town hall 
and^ijpeh^ed an iiiL-aleululjlo amount 
of money in olmrily. Ho Ikls lately 
boon acconlod a rare honour, that of 
Booing a atatuo croctetl to liiuiBolf. 
Thia waa placed opposite tho toWrf 
hall at Bradford, amV with, wany 
coromonioB unveiletj, by tH'e Duke of 
Dovonshire, Thus • sometimes tho 
peaceful purauits of com iiorco raise 
tho benefactor of his raco to a level 
with the auccoHsful M'ariior.

The Bishop of Uinooln- 

Tho refusal of .Mr. Smith, tho Vicar 
of Owston, to allow Mr. Keet to place 
on the tombstone of bis daughter, 
buried in the Owston grave yard, his 
official designation, has led to a pub- 
lic discussion and may lead to chan- 
ges of importance. Mv. Smith and 
the Bishop of Lincoln have yet to 
Icaru that it ia well to "let sleeping 
dogs lie." The production before the 
iWifsleyan Oqnf^nce of ..tiie remark- 
able correspbnaence between Mr. 
Keet, the Yicar, the Bishop, and the 
Arclibishoi^, was inevitable. The Vi- 
car and the Bishop had presumed to 
speak tho mind of their church, aud 
to give practical elTect to their inter- 
pretation of that mind, respecting a 
matter in -which Wesleyan ministers 
are all directly concerned, not onW in 
their personal but also in theii* official 
capacity. Mr. Keet was compelled 
by his obligations as a Wcsloyan min- 
ister to jplaco tho correspondence be- 
fojfaHh^C^^aV'bo5|»pr»^Wt^ -which 
nelielongs, an^'it is'no'w tfifi" custom 
to give publicity through the press to 
the proceedings aud transactions of 
tho Conference. Onco in print, the 
singular letters attracted attention. 
Tho 'Times, ' and the 'Spectator,' the 
'Daily Ne^s, and othei? secular papers 
accompanied the publication of the 
correspondence with articles of criti- 
cism. Letters were written to the 
Press, Olio from the celebrated "S. G. 
O." being among the number. Much 
louruiug was brought to bear u^jon 
clerical titles by not© writers, and 
paragraphs wero added to leaders and 
letters. Above all, the question of le- 
gal right was handed over for consi- 
deration to a Conference Coiiiniittee, 
with instructions to take the netKissary 
steps to have the question settled. Mr. 
^Stnit^ probably did not anticipate 
that BO great a fire would be kindled 
by his littlo spark of temper. It is 
fair to imagine, from the election 
mado by that gentleman of tho stono- 
maaon as his medium of communica- 
tion with Mr. Keet, that ho supposes 
a "Wesleyan preacher, J» be.il^v^ lielp- 
loss person, almost an litwe eulitled to 
be called a man as a minister. Bishop 
Wordsworth evidently did not expect 
tho alVuiv to go beyond Mr. Keet's 
writing desk, as he expresaea surprise 
at tho production in Conference of his 
extraordinaCT" letters; Mr. Smitli and 
Df .' Wo^aswoirtB fere e'vidently ainongst 
those men to whom this age is destki- 
od to gi-ve niixny flurpriaes. Mr. Smith 
lias never, apparently, recovered froln 
that stato uf paralysing nmazemout 
ii;to \yhioh he was probably thrown on 
diaoovetiilg-that Mr. Keet had ajstQally 
appealed from him and the atonema- 
Koii to bishop 'and archbishop. Dr. 
Wordsworth is of a more elastic tem- 
per. Surprised and grieved at first, at 
the publication of the lottora, he isuow 
oohaoled bv the persuasion that the dis- 
bt^^H w'ill "eventually serve tho Im- 
portant pui'pose of eliciting truth, and 
lead many thoughtful persona — Wos- 
leyaUB and others — to consider care- 
fully what are the requisites for valid 
ordination in the Christian Church." 
Accordingly ho has issued a new edition 
of his TOmewhat ceiobratod ' ' Pastoral 
to thi"We»Iej|ranB," yritl* a poatHoript 



from which tho above is a quotation. 
This postscript ia, so far, tho last im- 
portant contribution to the discussion, 
but it certainly will not long remain 
the last. Itis a direct challenge to all 
Non-conformists, all Dissenters, to 
make good the'r claims ^to things of 
more importance than the right to 
have the courtesies of life extended to 
epitaphs hitherto considered to be tho 
peculiar domain of ilnttery and tho 
favoured commonage of pious fraud, 
Tho BishoB istgiynforted with the hop© 
that the dispute about an insbription 
on a gravestone will wide|i ,5&ell out 
to a battle royal over the validity of 
orders. It is likely that the war will 
rage, but it is doubtful whether tho 
Bishop will derive from it tho measure 
of comfort he expects. 

Wheketiie Whe.vt Goes.— In the 
first five months of 1873 Great Britain 
imported .about 28,000,000 bushels of 
.wheat, and iu the first five months of 
this year she'imported about the same 
quantity; but there was, .a pUpided 
change in the source of supply^K^Last 
year, in mouths named, Russia sent 
nearly 9,000,000 bushels, while this 
this year she sent less sliau 
l;00O,O0a. Oh ' th^'r.fcontrary, the 
Unilea' 'Sfites, which in the 
five months of 1873 sent about 10,- 
000,000 bushels to England, sent in 
the same period of this year nearly 
18,000,000. There was also a falling 
off in othof countries except Chili and Bri- 
tish North America. To t those who 
took note of the harvests last year this 
exhibit will not be novel, and the pro- 
bability is that tho aaine relative pro- 
portion of tho grain traffic of Great 
Britan -will fall for the coming twelve 
months to the share of the United 
States. Our accounts concur iii the 
statement that the English harvest is 
not a nattering one, and other Euro- 
pean regions lo which Great Britain 
looks, for her food supply have noth- 
ing but the average crop, at all events. 
The annual consumption of wheat iu 
England ia 176,000,000 rbushels, of 
which she produces about 10O;000,00O 
besides what is kept for seet^. The 
annual import^ then, is about 80,000,- 
000 bushels. This year, owing to the 
ahoijt hiaryest of 1873, her delaand for 
imported' wheat went up to 92,000,- 
000, The total export of wheat from 
the United States is aboiit 3^,000,000, 
of which two-thirds are exported from
